NASHVILLE, TENN, --- Col- 
one!

LET'S WAIT UNTIL THE LAST 
MINUTE,... The Florida Wing is 
suffering from o spreading adminis- 
trative disease named, "Let's wait 
until the last minute". As of yet, 
there is no cure for this disease and 
the cure may be worse than the 
disease itself. 

As an example of this disease, 
let's take the matter of encampment 
applications. Last year the Florida 
Wing established three summer en- 
campments and sent cadets to three 
out of state encampments in order 
to satisfy the number of encamp- 
ment requests. This gave the Wing 
a total of 517 cadets, who success- 
fully completed the summer camp 
program, This year, with 41.6% duPont 
more cadets, and an earlier starting date, it is proper, | believe, to 
assume that the number of encampment applications would be some- 
where around 50°o more than last year. This would give Florida about 
9350 cadets who should apply for one of the encampments. 

On 26 April,as this paper goes to press, we have a booming total 
of 241 applications with only 4 days left to go before the previously 
published deadline for applications. Had we not extended the dead- 
lines for these applications we would have had only about 350 cadets 
who would be able to go to summer camp. 

Many seniors feel that Wing was going to extend the deadline 
anyway, so why rush ahead with these applications? The only reason 
that the deadlines were extended was to allow cadets to apply for 
camp who had been held back because seniors involved did not pub- 
licise the summer programs, or did not push to get the applications 
to Colonel Bass on time. 

Prior planning is absolutely necessary and mandatory to the suc- 
cessful management of any business or Military unit. It is impossible 
to continue running the Florida Wing with this last minute rushing 
oround, Only 52 of our 106 Phase |! selection questionaires were 
back in the first two weeks. It is now five weeks since these ques- 
tionaires were due back at Wing anddespite six separate notices there 
are five squadrons that have still not responded to the requests for 
the selections, 

Would it surprise anyone to know that Florida and National Head- 
quarters have already set the dates and locations for the first three 
1965 Summer encampments? Did you know that the 1965 Special Ac- 
tivity Selections weekend will be 23-24 January 1965? 

Every time that this subject of administrative discipline comes up, 
someone invariably manages to mention that this is a volunteer or- 
ganization. This is little excuse for abuse of normal business proce~ 
dures. If something is worth doing, it is worth doing well. 

| would like to make the suggestion, particularly to the squadron 
commanders in the Wing. Please plan your work. See what you have 
from higher headquarters that is delinquent, and see why it has not 
been sent back. Check with your staff and set up a system to see that 
this does not happen again. When you get one of the wing question- 
aires, answer it and send it right back the same day. Don't be one 
of those units that has a reputation of always dragging its feet !

You have probably heard the 
sonic booms of aircraft flying fast- 
er than sound. But if you are like 
most Americans, you probably don't 
know what causes the sharp sound, 
what it can do, what it can't do, 
whether it is necessary. Since the 
‘booms' come without warning they 
startle - they might even make you 
angry . You can hear and feel them 
but you can't see them. Pressure 
waves build up around an aircraft 
flying faster than sound, spreading 
in all directions. If these sound 
waves are strong enough to reach 
the ground, you wil! hear a ‘boom’. 
Sonic booms are believed to be 
created only at the point where an 
aircraft exceeds the speed of sound. 
This is not true. Aircraft flying ot 
super-sonic speed ‘drags a cone of 
sound" along its path. Pressure wa- 
ves created bya supersonic aircraft 
cause sound when they reach your 
ear. Any object that exceeds the 
speed of sound can make 'booms', 
rifle bullets, missiles... 
The strength of a boom which

THE DEADLINE FOR THE FIRST THREE ENCAMPMENTS has been 


reaches the ground varies depending 
on the aircraft's altitude, size , 
weight, and speed. Temperature, 
wind, terrain and moisture in the 
air affect its strength, Air Force 
research has proved that the boom 
pressures can't directly injure peo- 
ple, but a strong boom may break 
glass or aggravate plaster cracks. 

The Air Force and other organi- 
zations are trying in every way to 
reduce the annoyance of these sonic 
booms. The Air Force now restricts 
supersonic flights to high altitudes 
which increases the distance that 
the pressure cone must travel to 
reach the ground ...resulting in a 
weaker soundheardat ground level. 

Air Force pilots flying super- 
sonic aircraft are mature, dedicated 
carefully trained men whorisk their 
lives to perfect their ability to pro- 
tect us. They are on directed mis- 
sions - not 'stunting' or ‘hot rod- 
ding'. Understand the need for 
supersonic flights. Everything pos- 
sible is being done to reduce the 
effects of sonic booms.
